The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall he entitled to t i patent unless - 

(a) the imention was known or u^ed bv others in this eountrv. or patented or described in ? i printed nuhlicnrinn 
in this or a foreign country, before the imention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Yoshida. Kroeger or 
Dvorsky. 

Fach of Yu»hiuu (figs 5 & 6), Dvorsky (figs, i-3) teaches a detector using crossed 
transducer strips. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Yoshida (Pigs. 5 and 

6). 

Claims 13 and 14 are allowed. 

Claims 5-12 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and an> 
intervening claims. 

Further cited of general interest are RuelL French, Park and Iguchi.
